A poll of the Board of™Alder- 
men, which will vote tomorrow on 
whether to build the southern ap- 
proach to the Municipal Bridge, as 
Mayor Milier is urging, or to walt 
until the trunk line railroads have 
made some offer with respect to 
the bridge, discloses the issue to be 
in doubt. 

A slight advantage lies with the 
Aldermen who think that fairness 
and wisdom dictate that the Ter- 
mina! and its trunk lines should be 
granted further conferences, as 
they asked at a public hearing 
last Monday. 

Nine members indicate that they 
are disposed to wait for clearer 
developments. Seven are pledged 
to the Mayor’s policy. The notable 


accession to the ranks of those whe 
are willing to hear the trunk lines 
further is Clinton E, Udell of the 
Twenty-third Ward, whose vote in 
committee resulted in a favorable 


report upon the bill by a vote of 


4 to 3. 
Why Udell Changed His Mind. 
Udell was convinced in commit- 
tee by C. FB. Smith, city consulting 
engineer that subsequent trade of 
uses, of Eads and Municipal 
bridges between the trunk lines 


and the city would not be imperiled ° 


by passage of the southern ap- 
proach bill. After listening to the 
railroad executives Monday and 
after reading the statement of 
Chairman Esch of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission in the 
Post-Dispatch yesterday, Udell now 
believes that it would be wise to 
pause until all facts are disclosed. 
more clearly. Esch made clear 
that a certificate of convenience 
and necessity from the commis- 
sion was necessary before the ap- 
proach could be used and that, if 
the building were for the purpose 
of “cut-throat competition” the 
comimsison would hesitate to is- 
sue a permit. Other Aldermen who 
said they had not yet reached a de- 
cision remarked that Esch’s state- 
ment might necessitate further in- 
vestigation before final decision.

The aldermen who are convinced 
that further’ consideration should 
be given to the subject as a whole

135 for my ship. 

I'm not very tired. I hope to 
get a good night's sleep tonight, 
but even if I don’t, I can fly to St.

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HIGH JINKS IN THE PRISON. 


While Doc Enloe and his gang are busy mismanag- 
ing the State prison, the inmates are not stow to help 
‘the cause along. This spirit of co-operation was re- 
vealed in two stories from Jefferson City yesterday. 

We have it ‘on the authority of Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Sevier of Cole County that Fred O'Neill, a Kan- 
sas City convict, succeeded in seven months in swin- 
dling the prisou of $22,000. 
done by shipping prison merchandise to the Hermann 
Bargain House’ of Kansas City, through a broker 
named Lyle. The charges were distributed to other 
firms buying from the prison and then were juggled 
with credit entries. 

O’Neill was put in position to carry on this thriv- 
ing business by the prison authorities, who gave him 
charge of the industrial department books. It will 
be remeinbered that in the Senate’s investigation of 
the prison that the management of the Industrial De- 
partment was one of the chicf subjects of criticism. 

After investigation by a Federal agent, it was an- 
nounced at the prison yesterday that one.of the most 
thorough counterfeiting plants ever seen has been 
found set up in the Bertillon department. Three 
Kansas City convicts are implicated and have been 
placed in solitary confinement. The outfit was dis- 
covered after one of the men ha‘ tried to cash a 
spurious $20 bill inside the prison. 

A charming sidelight on the incident fs that the 
money for the engravers’ tools, plates, chemicals and 
other paraphernalia needed for the complicated coun- 
terfeiting outfit came from the penitentiary fund, 
be’ ig obtained on requisition as Bertillon supplies.

MEXICO CITY.—Tijuana’s fame 
as a horse-racing center may soon 
be eclipsed by its fame as the cen- 
ter of a great agricultural region, 
if plans for the erection ’of a huge 
dam some 15 miles from that city 
are carried through. 

The projected dam, which will 
irrigate a region of land approxi- 
mately 100,000 acres in area, will 
be erected at a cost of approxi- 
mately $875,000. 

It is declared the money for 
this purpose already has been ap- 
propriated, and if the project is 
carried through to completion, it 
will have tremendous significance 
for this section of the country, 
which at present is nothing more 
than a drawing-card for tourists, 
principally from the United States, 
drawn to Tijuana by the famous 
horse races held there.
